Subject. —Procedure for Indenting and Despatch of Iron and Steel 4 

S.O. 377(E)/ESS, COMM/IRON AND STEEL .—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
fessed by clause 17A of the Iron and Steel (Control) Order, 1950 and in super¬ 
session of the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of 
Steel and Heavy Engineering No. S.O, 1506, dated the 7th April, 1971, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following directions regarding the procedure to 
be followed in the placing of orders on producers or stockists of iron and steel 
and the despatch of the same i namely: — 

1, All indentors requiring iron and steel for genuine purposes will approach 
the Joint Plant Committee set up by the Central Government under the noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engi¬ 
neering No. SC(T)-1(5)/71~B dated the 7th April, 1971 for planning their indents 
on producers subject to such limits, regulations, conditions that the Joint Plant, 
Committee may prescribe from time to time. 

2. The indents presented to the Joint Plant Committee shall be accompanied 
by such documents as may he prescribed by that Committee to satisfy the Com¬ 
mittee that the indentor is a party authorised or competent to utilise the parti¬ 
cular category of iron or steel for any genuine use in construction or fabrication 
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3. The Joint Plant Committee may reject any indent or alter the size/ 
sections/tonnages indented for according to the criteria laid down by the Joint 
Plant Committee from time to time. In laying down such criteria, the Joint, 
Plant Committee will take into consideration' the Rolling Programmes of prdf 
ducers, availability of sections/categones, backlogs of old allocations and the 
quantum and genuineness of the consumers’ demands. 

4. In respect of those categories of iron and steel which one within the pur- 
view of the Steel Fritority Committee set up by the Central Government! under 
the notification aforesaid, consumers who have orders booked with the main 
producers and who are interested in getting priority for delivery during any 
specified period should approach’ that Committee through their sponsoring 
authorities or in the manner prescribed by the above committee from time to 
time. 

5. The priority allocations will be made six-monthly. Steel fabricating units 
whose requirements do not vary very much from period to period will be free 
to give their annual requirements at the beginning of each financial year ins¬ 
tead of applying six-monthly.
